Town Democrats held a party caucus on Saturday, 
February 5th to elect local delegates to the Democratic 
State Issues Convention scheduled for the Springfield 
Civic Center on April 9th. 

State Representative Michael P. Walsh will lead a 
total of 12 local Democrats elected to the convention, 
six men and six women, along with two alternates. 

The main purpose of the convention is to discuss 
and formulate a party platform. Recently, the conven¬ 
tion has taken added significance because a presiden¬ 
tial perference poll will be conducted by the state com-

According to Democratic Town Committee Chair¬ 
man Walter T. Kerr, the "Affirmative Rights Issue will 
receive some of the spotlight at the April 9th conven¬ 
tion.

Kerr says he was more than pleased with the turnout 
for the caucus.

Following Walsh in the balloting (52 votes) was An¬ 
drew Scibelli, Jordon St. John, Town Council President 
Donald M. Rheault, Scott Letendre and James Shaer. 

At the end of the first ballot Shaer was in a three-way 
tie with Town Councilor Jack Shaughnessy and Rudy 
Altobelli. In the ensuing run-off ballot, Shaer emerged 
victorious with 19 votes. Robert Guidetti, a member of 
the Agawam Economic Development Commission, 
was voted in asthe men's alternate. 

The results for the women's side had Rosemary 
Sandlin, chairwoman of the School Committee, first, 
followed by Rosalie Walsh, Mary Kennedy, Carol 
Saunders, Elizabeth Greenway, and Nancy Drew. 

When asked about the election results, Rep. Walsh 
responded, "It was nice to see these proceedings con¬ 
ducted in a friendly and cordial atmosphere among all 
the candidates. Of course, I am grateful for this show

According to DPW Superintendent John P. Stone, 
overtime was surprisingly less for the weekend storm 
which surprised forecasters and had Stone and his 
workers glued to the radio trying to figure out what was 
going on. 

"When the snow first came down we thought that 
would be it because weathermen were certain it would 
only be a "dusting", said Stone. "But after an hour or 
so we realized the weather reports were wrong and 
brought out the plows," he added. 

"This storm's cleanup was concentrated on Friday 
night and on Saturday, and only required $5,491 to be 
expended in overtime. If it came on Saturday and went 
into Sunday, then obviously, the figure would be much 
higher," Stone noted. 

The $15,800 expended on hired equipment, $2,600 
spent for materials, combined with high temperatures 
and sunny skies put most of Agawam's main arteries in 
good driving condition just hours after the storm mov¬ 
ed out to sea Saturday. 

"There is no doubt that the warm weather went a 
long way to help the situation," Stone said. 

Stone says he was pleased with the rapid cleanup 
performed by his crew and outside contractors, but 
noted the severity of the storm and the effects of plow¬ 
ing main roads and side streets caused a delay in the 
sidewalk plowing. 

While school buses were able to make their way tc 
school buildings on Monday morning without any pro¬ 
blem, School Committee Chairwoman Rosemary 
Sandlin expressed concern over the conditions of 
sidewalks on Monday morning.

She says many children made their way to school 
"under dangerous conditions." 

"It's very important that the schools be accurately 
notified of the condition of the sidewalks before we an¬ 
nounce the opening of the schools," said Mrs. Sandlin. 

She went on to state that some children were 
transported by shuttle "which is much more costly 
than bringing them to school by regular bus. Many 
students were forced to walk along the streets in icy 
and hazardous conditions. It was some storm." 

Mrs. Sandlin added that while no one wishes to call 
off school, that it would be done if "having them open 
puts our students in jeopardy. There just wouldn't be 
any alternative." 

Mrs. Sandlin suggested that Safety Officer Al Longhi 
become the official responsible for determining 
whether sidewalk conditions are safe for student use in 
the event of another big storm. 

Balboni Pushes 


4-Day Week For 
School System

At least one School Committee member believes in 
the possible benefits of establishing a four-day school 
week. 

In a report to the full board at their February 8th 
meeting, Walter Balboni disclosed information he had 
discovered in a four-month search in which he acted 
as a committee-of-one Balboni's investigation, which 
came at his own volition, was conducted in an ef¬ 
fort to find alternative methods of cutting funds f r om 
the School Department without cutting staff. 

Citing statistics published in the bulletin of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Secondary School Principals, 
Balboni noted that twp |wo districts in Colorado, two in 
Nebraska, two in Washington, and one each in Ohio 
New Mexico, and Massachusetts currently prac: ce a 
four-day school week with experience ranging from ten 
to two years. 

Balboni said the article cites these communities as 
having decreased transportation costs by 22.5%, elec¬ 
trical expenses by 23%, heating up to 25%. 
housekeeping items by 20%, telephone by 26%. and 
substitute teaching staff in some districts by as much 
as 50%.

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He also indicated that the article claims a drop in 
student absenteeism of 25% at the kindergarten- 
through-six level and of 23% in grades seven through 
twelve. 

* * * * * 

Balboni noted that a majority of teachers polled 
believed they were more effective and better organized 
and that student achievement was better. He said 
94% recommended the four-day program continue. 

In addition to teachers, Balboni cited a majority of 
both parents and students favored the shorter school 
week. Student achievement was not impaired, accor¬ 
ding to Balboni, who indicated that Stanford Achieve¬ 
ment Test scores displayed more gains made under the 
four-day program than under the more traditional five- 
day week. These gains were attributed to more inten¬ 
sive, longer teaching periods which eliminated time 
spent in setting up and clearing away materials and on 
passing time at the secondary level. 

Most school districts had lengthened the school day 
by 1 Zt hours in order to offer the same amount of in¬ 
structional time within the four-day period. Ap¬ 
propriate breaks for elementary-aged children were in¬ 
cluded. In addition, some districts eliminated some 
vacation breaks and extended Christmas vacation for 

additional energy savings.

Balboni stated to his fellow board members that he 
had repeatedly said that Agawam cannot continue to 
maintain a sound educational system by eliminating 
teaching positions, though large dollar amounts must 
necessarily be slashed from the budget under Proposi¬ 
tion 2/2. He pointed out to them that Agawam, which 
he feels is already at a bare bone stage, has little else 
to remove from its budget but staff positions in order to 
save money. 

He indicated that all avenues of reducing funds out¬ 
side the area of professional staff should be explored 
and advocated more intensive study of the four-day 
school week concept, even though it would involve a 
radical departure from the traditional approach. 

School board members took Balboni's report under 
advisement.

Fire Extinguishers Can Save Lives!!! 

When fire strikes, a person in the right place at the 
right time with the right tool can avert tragedy. That 
tool is the fire extinguisher, a fire-wise accessory for 
every home, car and boat. Here's how to buy, store and 
use today's lightweight, inexpensive fire extinguishers. 

Most home extinguishers sold today contain a dry 
chemical powder propelled by pressurized gas. Ex¬ 
tinguishers are sized by the weight of the powder they 
contain: a ten pounder has ample powder for most 
needs and is easy for use even by children or the elder¬ 
ly, and hence is the best choice for the home. Five 
pounders fit handily in today s small cars. 

When buying an extinguisher, look on the label for 
the letters A-B-C surrounded by, respectively, a 
triangle, a square and a circle. These letters refer to the 
types of fires an extinguisher 
(wood, paper, f^L.- • 
gasoline, cooking grease, etc.) and Class C (electrical). 
The A-B-C fire extinguisher will put out all these types 
of fire and, hence, is your best choice. Many lower pric¬ 
ed home extinguishers are not rated A-B-C (a great 
number of B-C extinguishers are still sold for 

; , new fire extinguisher home, don't 
the closet. Mount it where any member 

ywut . ., can see it and reach it. Your first three 

extinguishers should be mounted in the kitchen, in the 
garage and in the basement or utility room near your 
fusebox and major appliances. 

Mount extinguishers near room exits and in loca¬ 
tions where fire won't preclude your reaching them. For 
example, don't mount a kitchen extinguisher over the 
stove; in the event of a grease fire on the range you'd 
have to reach through flames to get the extinguisher! 

To use the fire extinguisher, pull the ring or unclasp 
the strap holding the handle down. Squeeze the 
handles and spray the powder back and forth into the 
base of the flames. Every member of your family 
should know how to do this but impress on young 
children that they musn't play with the extinguisher; a 
shot or dry powder in the eyes or lungs can be harmful

emergency communications during tiooas, tires, tor 
nacioes, and hurricanes The governments of most 
countries encourage radio amateurs who share the on 
ly hobby regulated by international treaty. 

Nationally, the Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion (F.C.C.) provides rules for radio amateurs which 
assure orderly ham radio communications in case of 
enemy attack. The armed forces also recognize the 
value of amateur radio as training for future skilled 
technicians. 

***** 

Art recounts the founding of the Amateur Radio 
Relay League, which was established in 1914 to help 
hams relay messages beyond the range of individual 
sets. The league also publishes QST, the oldest radio 
magazine in the country. 

Art's personal interest in amateur radio developed 
from his early experience with signal flags in the Boys 
Scouts. He nostalgically recalls learning Morse code 
and later operating his first ham radio in the hay loft of 
his father's barn in East Hartford. His early attempts in 
radio were abruptly ended,'however, when his signal 
was discovered as the source of interference with the 
Hartford Courant station which later became WTIC. 
Eventually,-at the age of 21, Art received his amateur 
radio station license and later was dssigneql the call 
letters W1KK, which he has maintained since 1954 

Art, who is emergency coordinator of the Hampden 
County Chapter of the American Radio Relay League,

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Parent’s Guide: 

Explaining Death To Children 

For most children, the death and funeral of a person 
is something they have heard about or seen only on TV 
or in the movies. While they may have suffered the loss 
of a pet, the majority have not experienced the death of 
some person they love. 

When this does occur, it is important that the child 
be sympathetically guided toward an honest 
understanding of its real meaning. 

The questions and answers in this article and the 
next series of five articles are very basic. For some, this 
advice may be sufficient. For others, additional 
readings on the subject or counseling • may be 
necessary. It is my hope, that this will aid parents and 
other adults to help children more realistically face the 
death of someone they love and start them on a 
healthy resolution of their grief. 

Children are people. They react to traumatic situa¬ 
tions with emotional overtones as disbelief, bodily 
distress, anger, guilt, anxiety, and panic — just as 
adults do. Children often act out their feelings in dif¬ 
ferent ways than adults. But the child may not be able 
to say what he feels with words so he must depend on 
body language and behavior to vent his feelings. 
Adults should try to understand what this behavior 
really means. Even delinquent conduct may well be an 
dcting out of grief, an expression of life's injustice, the 
child's insecurity or the confusion that often accom¬ 
panies the fearful events in life. 

Children are more aware of death than parents 
realize. Yet, it is a subject which adults usually avoid. 
This repression of reality only magnifies the 
youngster's fears and replaces truth with fantasy and 
psychological defenses. 

According to experts in child behavior, a child ex¬ 
periences three phases in the natural grieving process. 
The first is protest. The child cannot quite believe the 
person is dead. Sometimes an angry attempt is made to 
regain the "lost" person. The second is pain, despair 
and disorganization when the youngsters begins to ac- 
cpet the fact that life on earth has ended for the person 
who has been loved. Finally, there is hope, when the 
youngster begins to get back into the mainstream of 
life without that person.

On page 1 of Form 1040,' 
all of our income will be* 
reported on lines 7 through , 
22. There are some excep- .i 
tions such as a lump sum 
distribution from a pension 1 
plan, in which the tax may 1 
be computed independent- < 
ly of the regular tax. As this 
is complex, most in¬ 
dividuals, with a lump-sum 
distribution should hove 
their return professionally 
prepared. 

On line 7, list all wages 
from the W-2 forms. Line 8 
is for interest income; and 
if you have interest from an 
all-savers certificate, or 
more than $400 in interest, 
you must fill out schedule 
"B". Dividend income is 
listed on line 9a, and the 
exclusion for qualifying 
dividends is listed on 9b. 
New this year is the exclu¬ 
sion $100 for single in¬ 
dividuals, and $200 for 
those married and filing 
jointly. Prior to 1981, the 
$200 exclusion was 
available only if husband 
and wife both had 
dividends. Now the exclu¬ 
sion is available even if the 
dividends ore income of on¬ 
ly one of the individuals. 
Also, if dividends are over 
$400, or you receive 
dividends that are 
reinvested in a qualified 
public utility-plan; then you 
must complete schedule 
"B". 

Line 10 is for listing state 
income tax refunds receiv¬ 
ed in 1982, from prior year 
state tax returns. This is 
taxable only if you itemized 
deductions in the prior 
year, and claimed a deduc¬ 
tion for state tax paid. Line 
1 1 is for alimony received; 
and line 12 is for the next 
business income, which is 
determined by completing 
Schedule "C". If you had 
net income from a 
business, you must also 
complete Schedule "SE" 
for calculation of your self- 
employment tax. 

On line 13, the total 
capital gain, or loss, which 
was summarized on 
Schedule "D", is reported 
here; and on line 14, you 
would list 40 percent of any 
capital gain dividends 
received, provided you do 
not already have to prepare 
schedule "D" for other 
capital transactions; in 
which case, you would 
report capital gain 
dividends on the schedule 
"D".

Ttnant - Landlord Relationship 

In Massachusetts, a consumer injured as a result of a 
violation of the Consumer Protection Act may recover 
up to three times his actual damages, attorney's fees 
and costs A prior column explained how consumer 
laws related to the sale of automobiles This article will 
examine the protection of consumers in the landlord te¬ 
nant relationship 

The Attorney.General of Massachusetts has set forth 
guidelines regulating the landlord tenant relationship 
Generally, the owner of property is referred to as the ( ; 
landlord and the person renting property is referred to 1 
as the tenant 

In most cases, if a landlord has failed to comply with 
the Attorney General's regulations, he is then in viola¬ 
tion of the Consumer Protection Act and may be liable 
for any damages which occur as a result of the viola¬ 
tion It is useful to consider these regulations in a 
(chronological framework 

At the beginning of a rental period, a landlord may 
not require a tenant to pay an amount greater than the 
following: the first month's rent, the last month's rent, 
and a security deposit no greater than the first month's 
rent Furthermore, the landlord must hold security 
deposits in separate, interest bearing accounts and pay 
interest at the end of each year, if the security deposit 
is held for one year or greater 

When entering a rental agreement, a landlord should 
provide the tenant with a written statement of the con¬ 
ditions of the premises Additionally, a landlord may 
not initially rent premises which contain a condition 
that may endanger the health or safety of the tenant 
that is a violation of the law Further, it is a violation of 
the Consumer Protection Act to fail to repair, after 
notice, a defect which may endanger the health, safety 
or well-being of the tenant. 

During the term of the lease, the landlord must, after 
notice, make repairs in accordance with his agreemtn 
with the tenant He must also provide those supplies 
and/or services that he agreed to provide during the 
rental period 

A landlord may not impose a penalty or interest for 
late rental payments unless the payment is 30 days 
overdue Also, a landlord may not deprive a tenant of 
full access or use of the dwelling unit without first ob¬ 
taining a court order 

Finally, a landlord may not discriminate in the rental 
of housing units on the basis of race, color, creed, na¬ 
tional origin, marital status, or sex Moreover, a 
landlord may not retaliate against a tenant for exercis¬ 
ing his legal rights 

The above mentioned regulations comprise some of 
the more important provisions pertaining to landlord 
tenant situations They are not however the only 
remedies available to the tenant Professional advice is 
recommended for answers to individual or personal 
questions

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Shoveling snow? Be careful. 

There's nothing prettier than a new fallen snow 
-nothing more dangerous either. 

Each year, we hear about the numerous heart at¬ 
tacks an strokes that occur as the result of overexer¬ 
tion. The tragedy of the fatal or near-fatal result of an 
apparently healthy person succumbing to shoveling 
snow tends to overshadow a hazard that is even more 
common. 

The same snow which causes heart stress also 
causes dangerous spinal disc stress to the shoveler. 
When you consider that a shovel of snow weighs 5 to 7 
pounds, you realize the tremendous accumulative 
weight one has to lift to clean an area. The average 
driveway or walk will hold hundreds of pounds of snow. 

Snow seems to represent a challenge to most 
shovelers; the cold air invigorates them to action; and, 
the same cold air numbs their sense of pain and 
fatigue, thereby masking the severity of sprain and 
strain. The result: too much exertion and too much 
work without rest breaks. 

Doctors of chiropractic, who are specialists in help¬ 
ing patients with back problems, recommend the 
following rules to guard against the snow-shoveler syn¬ 
drome: 

1. Dress warmly, but don't bundle up so as to make it 
difficult and awkward for you to move naturally. 

2. Use a lightweight pusher-type shovel. Spray it with 
Teflon so snow will not cling to it. 

3. Try not to lift the snow or pitch it. Merely push it into 
a pile. 

4. Avoid sudden twists of the torso. Move the entire 
body. 

5. Keep your back straight when you lift. Use your 
legs rather than your back. 

6 . Work slowly. 

7. If you feel tired or short of breath, stop and take a 
rest. Stand up straight and breathe deeply. 

8 . If you feel a twinge of back pain, stop completely 
and go inside the house, sit down and rest. If pain per¬ 
sists, see a doctor of chiropractic immediately. With 
snow, it's wiser to use the head, instead of the back!

Last year over 24,000 children in Massachusetts 
were involved in reports of .child abuse or neglect. 
These cases involved physical or emotional injury, sex¬ 
ual offenses and failure to provide adequate supervi¬ 
sion or other essentials for healthy development. 

By now almost everyone knows about child abuse 
and neglect. Still, many people are unsure of what to 
do if child abuse or neglect is suspected. 

In Massachusetts, anyone who has good reason to 
believe that a child is being abused mqy file a report 
with the Department of Social Services (DSS). When a 
telephone report is filed the person.filing is asked to 
identify him/herself to the intake worker and to 
cooperate in supplying written documentation. 

If you are not sure that a situation constitutes abuse 
or neglect, but feel that a child is in danger, call the 
local DSS office and explain the situation. Your identi¬ 
ty as a reporter will remain confidential and you can¬ 
not be held liable for any criminal or legal action if 
your complaint is made in good faith. 

While anyone can file a report, Massachusetts law 
requires that certain people such as doctors, nurses, 
teachers, social workers, police, firemen and others 
report child abuse and neglect. Failure to report is 
punishable by a fine. 

A report of abuse or neglect to DSS is not considered 
a criminal charge but rather an attempt to help 
everyone in the family. Most parents who abuse their 
children want to be good parents, but simply do not 
know how. By making a referral to DSS you may not on¬ 
ly prevent further harm from coming to a child; you 
may also provide the parents with an opportunity to 
learn more effective parenting skills. 

To file a report, residents of Agawam should call the 
Westfield Area Office of DSS at 562-9681. After 
regular business hours call 1-800-332-9698. 


After the age of 35, most teeth are lost because of 
periodontal disease (not forgetting where you left 
them though this also can be a problem), not decay. 
Periodontal disease (once referred to as pyorrhea) 
starts in the gum and then affects the bone surroun¬ 
ding the teeth Gradually, the bone is destroyed, and 
the teeth loosen, begin to drift, and are eventually lost 

The disease is caused by bacteria and is painless 
most of the time Usually, destroyed bone can't be 
regrown, but further destruction can often be 
prevented Therefore, the sooner the disease is treated, 
the better the outcome 

As for the treatment of this disease, right now a non- 
surgical approach is being given a close look Most of 
these treatments include the use of combinations of 
salt, hydrogen peroxide, and sodium bicarbonate The 
problem with these treatments is that they are being 
promoted as "magic elixirs " These materials have no 
mystical abilities to cure the causes of gum disease 
For that matter, gum surgery has no magical qualities 
either At this point, both surgical and non-surgical 
treatments aim largely at a simple, non-glamorous 
goal, keeping the teeth and gums clean and healthy - 
now that's something to smile about and with for that 
matter 

There are clearly times when surgery is calle’’ for to 
change the shape of the gums and leave them in a con 
dition that is easier to clean In these cases, a totally 
non-surgical treatment will not serve a patient's best 
interests but may be used along with surgical methods 
to increase the chances of success The loosened teeth 
may need to be splinted together for strength In any 
case, treatment is aimed at removing the bacterial pla 
que that causes periodontal disease Cooperation from 
the patient - in the form of scrupulous oral hygiene - is 
necessary if it is to succeed

School Committee 
Going Backwards

Last week, the School Committee's 4-3 
decision to move their upcoming budget 
meetings from the iarge Junior High cafeteria 
back to the small conference room in the 
Superintendent's office can only be viewed 
here as a step backwards. 

We can understand the anxiety of such 
committee members as chairwoman 
Rosemary Sandlin and Bernadette Conte over 
the move. 

This issue probes much deeper than meets 
the eye. Although the location of a School 
Committee meeting may seem trivial to some, 
opening the history books for a moment may 
shed more light on the subject. 

Last year's decision to bring School Com¬ 
mittee meetings into the cafeteria and out of 
the small conference room was, os we and 
others view it, continuing the process of open¬ 
ing the School Department to the public. 

Despite the fact that all meetings were 
open, the small conference room held an in¬ 
timidating factor for residents in attendance - 
the feeling here being that the School Com¬ 
mittee had become an exclusive "club." The 
conference room, being so small, didn't allow 
taxpayers adequate space to breathe, and 
even a meeting attended by 15 residents 
caused a standing-room-only situation. 

This "club" atmosphere climaxed with the 
arrival and subsequent dilemmas in which 
former Superintendent of School Louis J. 
Hebert and his supporters found themselves. 
The School Department lost forever its ex¬ 
clusiveness as the combination of Hebert and 
budget-tightening due to Proposition 2 1/2 
brought the School Committee into the full 
public eye. 

Hebert's resignation and a dramatic 
change in the administration of the school 
system along with a change in the School 
Committee began a process of more com¬ 
munication between elected officials and 
residents. 

As Mrs. Conte said of the meetings in the 
cafeteria on this editorial page last week, 
'During the past year, giants steps have been 
made in changing the atmosphere at School 
Comittee meetings. The members of the com¬ 
mittee are now facing the public; eye contact 
nas been achieved; everyone has a seat; and 
breathing space is available." 

While moving the meetings back to the 
conterence room does not violate the letter of 
the Opening Meeting Law passed by the 
Legislature in Boston, it does, in our view, 
change the image now being portrayed by the 
committee and the School Department. 

joining Mrs. Sandlin and Mrs. Conte 
against this decision was member Raymond 
Saracino. The other four members, using at 
best lame excuses, are responsible. 

Perhaps, it may be best that their conti- 
tuents ask, "Why?"

Focus On The Elderly 


Last week was an active one on Beacon Hill as com¬ 
mittees began to schedule their agendas for the 1983 
session 

The Human Services and Elderly Committee has 
been in the forefront of legislative initiatives to in¬ 
crease and improve community programs for elder.ly 
people. Programs reviewed annually by this committee 
include: expansion of home care services, adequate 
funding for adult foster care and nutrition programs 
and continued support for local councils on the aging. 

Growth Of Home 

Last year the Elderly Affairs Committee supported 
the growth of the home care program and increased its 
funding by 9 percent This allowed our Western 
Massachusetts organization, Home Care Corp. of Spr¬ 
ingfield, to provide services for 2500 senior citizens in 
the Springfield, West Springfield, Agawam and 
Longmeadow areas Some of the services provided by 
Home Care of Springfield included: light housekeep¬ 
ing, personal care and nursing services, food prepara¬ 
tion, home maintenance work, minor household repairs 
and yard work The main purpose of the Home Care 
program is to help the elderly maintain their in¬ 
dependence by enabling them to live comfortable and 
healthy lives within their own homes. 

Top priority for this session is early passage of the 
$3 8 million funding proposal for home care programs. 
Of this amount, $600,000 would be used by Home 
Care of Springfield to provide those services so that 
senior citizens can remain in their homes rather than 
face the prospect of expensive institutionalized nursing 
or chronic care homes 

Another item on the agenda for the Elderly Affairs 
Committee is the continuation of appropriate state fun¬ 
ding for the state nutrition programs Federal ap¬ 
propriations for these programs, which provide hot, 
nutritious noon meals at locations throughout the 
greater Springfield area, have been level funded for the 
past 2 years. It is crucial that the state continue to sup¬ 
port and appropriate a level of funding to prevent un¬ 
necessary cutbacks in this service. 

Adverse Effect 

Proposition 2/6 has adversely affected other elderly 
programs including: health screening clinics for blood 
pressure, anemic and diabetic tests, transportation ser¬ 
vices for the elderly and funding for local councils on 
the aging This year the Elderly Affairs Committee will 
examine the effect of Proposition 216 in these areas 
and what level of state funding commitment is required 
to compensate for the losses suffered 

I believe that Massachusetts has a strong commit¬ 
ment to the problems and needs of its elderly citizens 
It is imperative that the 2nd Hampden/Hampshire 
District receive the fullest possible share of the funds 
available so that these essential elderly services will 
continue I intend to be a strong advocate on the Elder¬ 
ly Affairs Committee for the interests of the elderly of 
the greater Springfield area

Instruction Offered 
In AMS Home Ec.

Education certainly has come a long way since the 
days when home economics and industrial arts classes 
were conducted in a segregated, stereotyped manner. 
Today, all sixth graders of both sexes in Agawam take 
cooking lessons and all seventh graders study basic 
sewing Students at both levels learn elements of in¬ 
dustrial arts. 

The Agawam Middle School policy of exposing both 
boys and girls to rudiments of survival skills in the 
home economics area is heartily approved by a wide 
majority of parents, according to Principal Charles Cor¬ 
coran. The courses are organized on a quarter-year 
schedule and, therefore, can only offer very basic infor¬ 
mation, but Corcoran points out that most parents are 
pleased to know that their children will learn how to 
follow a simple recipe or repair a hem or sew on a but¬ 
ton, skills which may very well come in handy in the 
futures of both sexes. 


Mrs. Judith Hogan, the sewing teacher, indicates 
that she divides her nine-week course into roughly half 
the time for teaching sewing safety and use of equip¬ 
ment and half the time for actually working on pro¬ 
jects. 

Once students have learned safety measures such as 
keeping cords off the floor and fingers away from 
needles, Mrs. Hogan introduces them to equipment 
used in hand sewing and three types of stitches: 
basting, back-stitching, and overcasting. They also 
learn to sew on various types of buttons. 

Most students eagerly await the time when they can 
begin projects using sewing machines. Mrs. Hogan 
allows any student who earns a "B" or better on a test 
of machine operation and desires to work on the 
machine to do so. No one is forced to use the machine; 
however she estimates approximately three-quarters of 
the students do. 

"We have 14 sewing machines and class sizes usual¬ 
ly of 14 to 16 so each student gets his/her turn regular¬ 
ly on the machine," Mrs. Hogan points out, adding 
that this is the part they really enjoy "much more than 
the paperwork part." 

Each student may choose his/her own project from a 
selection of stuffed animals, stuffed sports equipment, 
or novelty pillow patterns. Mrs. Hogan requires each 
student to complete at least one project for a course 
grade, but indicates that almost 60% go on to com¬ 
plete more than one. She keeps the cost of these pro¬ 
jects between $3 and $5 so no undue financial hard¬ 
ship is incurred. 

"The stuffed animal or sports projects come in pre¬ 
stamped furry material so all students really need to do 
is cut them out and follow included instructions using 
basic sewing techniques they've already learned," Mrs. 
Hogan notes. 


As with Mrs. Hogan, her counterpart in sewing, Mrs. 
McCormack feels the lessons learned in her class can 
benefit the students for the rest of their lives. 

Both teachers agree that basic cooking and sewing 
skills will always be useful to everyone, particularly in 
our modern society where very often individuals end up 
living on their own and having to care for themselves.

^ The locals fell to their tenth straight defeat by a 
76-53 count to Putnam at the Springfield Civic Center 
on Tuesday nigh?

In both contests Agawam hung tough until the 
familiar signs of anxiety crept in - poor shooting and 
key turnovers with the opposition not allowing second 
shots while getting second and third attempts of their 
own.

61-50. 

However, Beaver bigmen Scott Addison and Raheim 
Markham took over, helping Putnam outscore the 
Brownies 15-3 the rest of the way. Addison finished 
with 18 points and Markham had 10. 

Leading the Brownies was center Dean Leclerc with 
16 points and eight rebounds againt the redwood 
Beaver frontline. Smith added 10, Scott Cofer, 11, and 
Mike Govoni (8). 

Agawam hit just 22 percent in the first half and 34 
percent for the game, which has been about the 
average for well over a month. 

"We're getting ourselves in a hole in the first half 
which we can't get out of. We're just not concen¬ 
trating," said Brownie Coach Lou Conte. 

Two encouraging notes from the Beaver loss was 
a 17-25 mark from the charity stripe, and a relatively 
good night in the ballhandling department (16 tur¬ 
novers). 

These were an improvement from a 9-22 free throw 
mark and 24 miscues committed against Tech's 
Tigers. The locals executed well in the first half, trail¬ 
ing just 33-23 until the burner went cold again. 
Agawam scored just 10 points in the third frame and 
Scott Cofer fouled out with just two second on the 
period's clock. That hurt. 

"All we can tell them is to work as hard as they 
possibly can," Conte, considered as one of the best 
young coaches in the area, said about his players.

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It Was 1957 & Agawam Football Reigned Supreme!

In the rich annals of Agawam sports history, there 
will never be a football team quite like the 1957 cham¬ 
pionship squad coached by Harry Leonardi. 

Rolling over eight straight opponents by a 308-49 
margin, these gridders were considered so powerful 
that a local was reputed to have bet $5000 on 
Agawam in their yearly battle with West Springfield. 
The spread was 50 points. The Brownies creamed the 
Terriers 54-0. How about that for confidence? 

That game and other memories were talked about at 
a reunion of the legendary '57 team held at the Polish 
American Club on Saturday, February 5th. 

Slapping hands, sipping beer, and appearing fit to 
try out for next fall's AHS grid entry were such former 
backfield greats as Ed Modzeleski, Pete Schindler and 
iim ''Turk" Bruno. 

You couldn't ask for a better season than the one 
Turk Bruno had in '57 - 28 touchdowns and a record 
?74 points, a Western Mass schoolboy mark still intact 
in 1983. 

A player who brought much pleasure to Agawam 
fans, Bruno was touched by the reunion. "It's been 25 
years since I've seen some of these guys. Bringing us 
together was a super idea." 

He added, "That '57 club was just an awesome 
football team. There wgs little pro football to speak of 
in those days, and all the local papers in those days 
carried big stories on high school football." 

Fullback Bruno is now the School Superintendent in 
Agawam, and his old backfield buddies, like all of thot 
57 team, have experienced much success in their post- 
high school days. Modzelewski, who quarterbacked the 
team, is a physical education teacher as well as a suc¬ 
cessful basketball coach at Eost Longmeadow High 
School. Halfback Schindler is on analyst for Northeast 
Utilities. The other member of the Brownie's super 
backfield quartet, Dick Glogowski, is an executive at 
Kimberly Clark. 

Modzelewski and Schindler picked out the famous 
battle with unbeaten Tech at Springfield's old Pynchon 
Park as their favorite victory of that year. Played before 
a mob of over 5,000, the game was deadlocked at 
13-13 at the half before the Brownies blew it open in 
the second half 34-13. 

"Playing football was fun in itself," said Schindler, 
"but the friends and memories I took from it mean 
more to me." This was a thought echoed by the 20 
other ex-Brownies in attendance. 

Leading interference for that brilliant backfield was 
guard Emile Daglio, now a biology teacher at Bloom¬ 
field (Conn.) High School. "You had to be fast to block 
for those guys," he chuckled. "Coach Leonardi taught 
us perfection; he kept hammering at us day and night 


to make us do our best. The competitive spirit never 
left me." 

Several players were only sophomores in '57 and 
remember the hard work in practice they went through. 
That penchant for hard work carried over to later 
ballclubs in the 50's. Joe Modzelewski, Ed's kid 
brother, now a physical education teacher at his alma 
mater, says that sports taught him how to be a leader 
and about success. Another reserve, halfback Joe Bon- 
fitto, recalled Leonardos tough agility drills. He's now 
the art director for Spaulding Sporting Goods Inc. in 
Chicopee. 

And the success stories go on and on. Guard Len 
Charest is d social studies teacher at Ludlow High 
School. Tackle Walt McCarthy then known as "Chub¬ 
by," is a svelte admissions officer at the University of 
Connecticut. Team manager Charlie "Hoot" Gibson 
works at UMass. Guard Jim Moccio is a programmer 
for a big bank. Reserve quarterback Tom Clark is now 
an attorney in Hartford. Defensive end Bob Phillips is 
vice-president of a fisheries firm in Danvers. Phillips' 
linemate, Bill "De-De" DeForge heads a regional in¬ 
surance office. 

And what of Leonardi,. the man who put that great 
team together? After retiring from coaching in the late 
60's, he turned into quite a businessman, becoming the 
president of the Cralo Company in Agawam as well as 
sales manager at the Jecon Medals Corporation in 
West Springfield. 

Talking about what it was like taking oyer the.reins 
from Harm Smith in a time when Agawam was con¬ 
sidered a smalk school in a big league, Leonardi 
recalls, "We worked on the premise that if you had to 
be good, you had to pay the price. We always felt we 
would have to work harder to be the best. Our 
philosophy was 'expect the worse, hope for the best, 
and accept what we receive'." 

What was the key to the success of '57, the first of 
six AA champs Leonardi would coach? He responds, 
"They were dedicated. Once they put on a uniform, it 
was our duty to give them a top-flight program. One 
nice thing you get out of coaching is seeing your 
players develop. And you know you've succeeded if 
they still like to talk to you after all these years." 

Like his old players, Leonardi says he's enjoying the 
benefits from his Agawam football days, as long 
hours, preparation, and dedication have paid 
dividends. 

The celebration and remembrances lasted long into 
the night at the Polish Club, as the group gathered to 
watch some old game films, as well as partaking the 
food and the brew. For members of a special team of 
25 years ago, it was one glorious evening.

Under a new program designed to parallel the 
landowner-antlerless deer permit program, a permit is 
available for any landowner within the turkey-hunting 
zone who keeps his land open to hunting and who 
owns 300 acres or more. The permit, which is valid on¬ 
ly on the land for which it is issued, may be issued 
either to the landowner, a tenant, or any resident fami¬ 
ly member. 

Such permits are also available to any farmer own¬ 
ing fifty acres or more and earning 50% of his income 
from farming activities or to anyone providing critical 
wintering habitat for turkeys on his or her land. Land 
must not be posted. 


SPORTSMAN’S 

CORNER 


Applications tor the 1983 turkey hunting permits are 
now available from Field and District headquarters of 
the Division of Fisheries and Wildlife. The season, held 
during the first two weeks of May, will be by permit on¬ 
ly, and the division will issue 3,000 permits through a 
random number drawing to be held on March 17th. To 
be eligible for the drawing, applications must be 
received by March 1 1th. 

Hunting hours for the turkey season run from half- 
hour before sunrise to 1 1 a.m. This year, hunting will 
be limited to Berkshire County, those portions of 
Franklin County west of the Connecticut River, and 
Hampden County west of Route 10. 

Last year, an estimated 4,500 hunters applied for 
c ?rmits, and 3,000 were issued. The hunters who mat- 
c led their calling skills against the keen-eyed birds ac¬ 
counted for 198 gobblers during the two-week season. 
The division expects more applications this year, 
"here is no fee for the application, but successful ap¬ 
plicants are charged $5 for a.permit. An individual 
nay submit only one application for a turkey hunting 
permit, either through the random drawing program or 
hrough the farmer/landowner permit program.

The fishing derby for club members and families will 
be held April 10th and 15th. Breakfast will be available 
on those dates. 

For those interested and planning to apply for vaca¬ 
tion time, the Eslo Spring Trout and Salmon Derby on 
Lake Ontario is April 28th to May 1 st. Deadline for en¬ 
try by mail is April 18th.
